Denver, Oct. 19.

According to the complaint, the Sells- 
Floto Circus company acquired owner¬ 
ship of lots 1 to 10 in block 4 of the ad¬ 
dition, the site formerly having been used 
for the foundry works. The petitioners 
say that it is the intention of the circus 
company to surround the location with a 
corrugated iron fence, go into winter 
quarters and have the entire menagerie 
located within sight and sound of their 
homes, and give open-air entertainments 
Sundays and week days.—DIXON. 


Houston, Tex., Oct. 20.
